With 
West Virginia still unable to 
adequate transportation facilities to 
load to potential capacity production 
was still falling far short of the de- 
mand, the chief factor responsible for 
such a condition of affairs being lack 
of uniformity In the car supply. Some 
regions In West Virginia from a car 
supply standpoint were faring much 
better than others. In one section of 
tbe state only — Norfolk and Western 
territory. In the extreme southern por- 
tion of the state — was the supply of 
empties at all sufficient to enable 
mines to operate to capacity Further, 
north In Chesapeake and Ohio terri- 
tory, mines were able to make no 
progress In Increasing loadings, since 
not only was there no Improvement in 
the car supply, but It was. In fact,, 
slipping backward, there being less 
than a fiO per cent supply. The same 
condition prevailed on the Kanawha 
iimt Michigan Iliillroad. There was 
even at the outset of the week only u 
66 per cent car supply, despite the 
Sim.li.> accumulation, and operators 
were very much discouraged. While 
hopeful of a three-day supply, they 
were none too sanguine that they 
would be able lo work three full days. 

Cars were * -what more plentiful In 

Northern West Virginia, yet even 
there the supply was limited to the 
first few days of the week. 

Tidewater markets were opened once 
ii gain to coal mines on the Chesapeuke 
snd Ohio when the embargo which had 
been In effect as to high volatile coal 
fur two weeks ami us to low volatile 
coal for a week was lifted. However, 
of the total tonnage shipped to tide- 
water it was regarded as doubtful it 
more than 40 per cent was being ex- 
ported, the remainder being used for 
hunkering and for tbe coastwise trade.

Manila, P. I. — Practice of polygamy 
In the Philippine Islands Is being re- 
duced through education of girls of 
the leading famllle* of the outlying 
provinces, according to Frank W. Car- 
penter, retiring governor of the de- 
partment of Mindanao and Sulu. 

Mr. Carpenter Is here to turn ova* 
administration of his office to the sec- 
retary of the Interior, who will act 
through the bureau of non-Christian 

torial law. 

This Inw leases In effect a treaty 
under which the sultan of Sulu re- 
nounced all pretensions to temporal 
sovereignty, but gained seeognltlnn as 
ecclesiastical head of the Mohamme- 
dan church In the Sulu archipelago. 

The treaty guarantees to the sultan 
and his people "the same religions 
freedom had by all adherents of all 
other religions creeds, the practice of 
which Is not In violation of the basic 
principles of the laws of the United 
Statea." 

"It Is Important to note," anld Car- 
tientor In one of his messages ss iitten 
as governor, "that this Includes a lim-

In which the diplomats 
IM plenty to disturb their aiM 
ulmlty. In (he first place, the 
government, replying to the 
note asking If It 
armistice with Poland, rejected in 
stance the Hrlllsh proposals. 
Reds declined to go to London for any 

la-ace i f. retice. holding that Great 

Hrlialn Is not luipurtlul. and. In lan- 
guage so sarcastic that It hurt the feel- 
ings of the Knglish statesmen, made 
ll clear that they could deal with Po- 
land direct. Their next move whs to 
send a wireless message to Warsaw 
expressing regret (hut Poland hud 
M8S tit to denl through the allies and 
suggesting Hint conversations on 
peuce be conducted between the two 
govei mucins without consulting or 
considering outsiders. So far as Is 
kn.nvn uf this writlug, the Pole* have 
not replied definitely lo (his Invitation, 
but a London report said they had 
been told to apply for an armistice 
In order to test the sincerity of Mos- 
cow. 

Meanwhile, the soviet forces opened 
a general attack all along the line 
from Hie Itouinanlnu hoftler to the 
FTtjsM marshes, and (hough at first 
the Poles repulsed them In most 
places, at one lailnt they broke across 
the bonier nnd were fighting on Po- 
lish soil. North of the Prlpet the 
K.ila moved rnpldly and took Grod- 
no. Their evident objective was War- 
suw. uml the civilians of (hat city were 
preparing to take flight, some nlr.a.ly 
having left. American relief nrgun- 
Izutioh* were ready to quit the city, 
mnl the Hed Cross was shifting part 
of It* hfudqiiurtcrs to Cracow. 

In their advance through Lithuanian 
territory the bolsheviki seem to be 
IStSStSSlafl an Invasion of F.ust Prus- 
sia, and Hie German government Is 
preparing to defend that region des- 
perately. Fifty tliousuml of the best 
relchswehr tnaips have been mobilized

prevent un Invasion If they cun be 
maintained m ar tin- border. The dun- 
ger. however. Is that as the soviet 
army draws neitr the bolshevik ele- 
ments In other pnrt* of Germany may
